“146A: Affidavits in Public Interest Litigation-A 
person filing a Public Interest Litigation, in addition to 
the requirements stipulated in the other rules of this 
chapter, shall precisely and specifically affirm in the 
affidavit to be sworn to by him the public cause he is 
seeking to espouse, that he has no personal or private 
interest in the matter, that there is no authoritative 
pronouncement by the Supreme Court or the High Court 
on the question raised and that the result of the litigation 
shall not lead to any undue gain to himself or to anyone 
associated with him. 

146B: Costs in Public Interest Litigation— 
Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, the 
court may direct the petitioner in a Public Interest 
Litigation to pay such amount as may be fixed by the 
Court as compensation or costs to all or any of the 
respondents, in the event of the litigation being found to 
be vexatious, frivolous or malafide.”

Chief Judicial Magistrate Court, Palakkad
